NEW BUILDING FOR ROYAL 


BANK OF CANADA. 
—-— é — 
The Royal Bank of Canada, the first Cana. 


dian bank to erect premises in London, moved 
to their new quarters at No. 6 Lothbury, 
London, on the Ist July, the Canadian 
national féte day. Their new site is opposite 
the Bank of England, next to Sir ( ‘hristopher 
Wren s church, St. Margaret’s, Lothbury, and 
has been in occupation since Roman times. 
In providing new quarters for the Royal Ban 

of Canada it was desired to maintain as far 
as possible, the scale and the character of the 
surroundings. No part of the building rises 
to a greater height than the masonry of the 
adjoining church tower. The surface treat 
ment is flat and delicate, in the style of the 
late eighteenth century. The facade in Port 
land stone consists broadly of a base of rust 

cated masonry surmounted by a border of four 
pilasters having enriched caps. The entabla 
ture has a scniptured frieze, a cornice of 
shallow projection and the building is crowned 
by an attic storey on which a plain screen 
wall conceals the lift chamber and the other 
roof structures. The interior of the building 
presents an appearance of considerable 
spaciousness. Access to the main banking 
hall is gained through a vaulted vestibule 
with marble wall linings. The banking ream 
itself consists of a central public space over 
twenty feet in height, surrounded by counters 
and working space. Over the latter is a 
messanine floor or gallery supported by piers 
which are panelled in walnut. These support 
a richly coffered ceiling. There are also 
spacious banking rooms on the first floor and

INSURANCE CLAIM, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The lesh Ommbus Company, Ltd., claimed 
£715 Os. 1d. against the London General In- 
surance Company, Ltd., as money alleged to 
be due to them by the defendants under a 
policy of insurance of the 15th August, 1928. 
The amount represented the sum which the 
plaintiffs stated they had to pay as the 
result, of proceedings brought against them 
for damages for personal injuries arising out 
of a collision between one of their ‘buses, 
which had been hired, and another “bus, 
near the city of Limerick, on the 24th 
November, 1928. 

The defendants denied liability, and stated 
that the 'bus was insured only against risks 
specified in the policy “ while such vehicle 
is in the employment, custody or control of 
the insured, and is being driven by him or 
his competent licensed driver’’; and that 
at. the date of the occurrence the vehicle was 
not in the employment, mg; or control 
of the plaintiffs, and was not being driven 
by the plaintiffs or their competent licensed 
driver. They counter-claimed £169 11s., 
which, they stated, they had paid in respect 
of law proceedings in connection with the 
accident.

THE JUDGMENT. 

The evidence and the arguments having 
concluded, 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne. reviewed the tacts. 
He said that on, the evidence the "bes was 
supplied. by the plaintiffs; it was driven by 
a man who was a regular driver in the em- 
ployment of the plaintiffs, and the ‘bus was 
garaged in the premises of the plaintiffs. 
But he was satisfied that at the time of 
the accident it was at the exclusive disposal 
of the persons to whom it Rad been hired, 
and was not either in the custedy or control 
of the plaintiffs, and he had come to the 
conclusion that it was not in the employ- 
ment of the plaintiffs. He had come to 
the conclusion that the risk in this case was 
not covered by the terms of the policy, and 
he had arrived at that conclusion with ex- 
treme regret, because it did seem to him 
that. upon the evidence before him there 
was very littse justification for the attitude 
taken up by the defendant company. 

The accident happened in November, 1928. 
and in January, 1929, the defendant wy gd 
was put upor notice that at the time of the 
accident the "bus had been hired out. In 
that state of affairs they corresponded with 
the plaintiff company for the greater por- 
tion of a year, and certainly led the plaintiff 
company to act upon the basis that they 
would indemnify them in respect of the ac- 
cident. The only reasonable explanation of 
their conduct, as it seemed to him, was 
that while they were prepared to assume 
liability in the event of the proceedings m 
the Cirenit Court at T.imerick being decided 
in favour of the Irish Ommbus Company, 
they repudiated liability when they saw the 
proceedings were going against the Irish 
Omnibus Company. However, that did not 
affect the legal question which he had to 
determine. 

The action, accordingly, was dismissed, 
and the defendants’ counter-claim was also 
dismissed, the costs of the claim and of the 
counter-claim being set off against each 
other.

How a Pattern was Suppressed. 


There was no “ pattern’’ yesterday in 
Killeavy, the mountainous parish that lies 
beside Slieve Gullion. Long ago the 
Pattern of Killeavy, ‘occurring every 6th 
of July, was an event that stirred up half 
the County of Armagh. A friend who 
knows the Killeavy district thoroughly 
sends an account of the pattern, which 
was taken down by a Newry doctor from 
the lips of an aged patient about the 
middle of the last century.

“Jonathan (Seaver of Heath Hull] and his 
yeomen went there as presarvers of the peace. The 
clargy came on thur horses and dispersed them 
with thur whips, layin’ on in style. 

“Killeavy Pattern,” the account continues, 
*.... was pleasant enough till about six o'clock 
in the evenin’, whin the whiskey began to boil in 
them. Father Murphy. of Mountain Lodge, was 
the chief man in puttin’ down Killeavy Pattern. 
The people [then] took to havin’ Sunday evenin’ 
dances all through the district, but, in troth, he 
followed them and put them down, too.” 


Gardeners’ Friends. 


My recent remarks on the breeding of 
insects to eradicate various plant pests on 
the farm have caused a  correspon- 
dent to tell me about two everyday 
friends of the gardener—the lady-bird and 
the hover-fly. Both of these insects, when 
in the grub-state, are voracious feeders on 
green-fly, and the gardener should be very 
careful not to destroy them. The larva of 
the lady-bird looks like a minute elongated 
crab, and is not so likely to be destroyed as 
the larva of the hover-fiy, which closely 
resembles a small caterpillar. The hover- 
fly often can be seen hovering in front of 
a rose bush or some other plant infested 
with green-fly. As soon as she sees a 
likely flock of green-fly she darts in an 
lays her eggs among them. In three days 
the young are hatched, surrounded, thanks 
to a far-sighted mother, by a well-filled 
larder. No sooner are they hatched than 
they proceed to do the work that nature 
intended them to do. Being blind, they 
rely on touch and scent to find their prey, 
but, as soon as they “ make contact ” the 
green-fly is lifted into the air and remains 
there until she is sucked dry—it is always, 
by the way, the female that is found on 
bushes.

Remote Brittany, 


The announcement in the Jrish Times 
last week of the engagement of the Mar- 
quis Olivier de Kermel of Benode$, 
Finistére, revives pleasant :nemories of | 
Benodet, with its villas set among flower- 
filled gardens. Here the River Odet, 
which earlier in its course flows smoothly 
and decorously beneath the many bridges 
of old-world Quimper-Corentin, broadens 
out into a great estuary across which a 
ferry carries foot-passengers, motor cars 
and the ubiquitous chars-a-bancs. Within 
a score of miles of Benodet’s runny gardens 
lie the rocks.and heather-clad wastes of 
the wilder and r-r~> picturesque Brittany, 
where frequent mists envelop the scanty 
trees and an occasional dolmen or menhir 
looms up stark and forbidding in the 
lonely fields.

Up till recent years it 
was always believed to be the fossilised 
resin of a tree which had become extinct 
milliards of years ago, but the late Sir 
Ray Lankester held that it was animal 
matter, which had become fossilised in 
the course of time, and was washed up 
by the sea. Apart from jewellery, amber 
is largely used for cigarette tubes and 
pipe stems, and the filings are often 
melted down and moulded into these and 
other objects.

Mr. Healy went on to say that some weeks 
ago he had met this man in the street. during 
the early part of the day dressed in a new 
suit of clothes. When he presented himself 
for relief later in the afternoon he was elad 
in rags. 

The Board decided to withhold relief from 
the man. 

The supervisors reported that the number 
of cases relieved for the week ending July 
2nd was 7,584, at a cost of £4.051—a decrease 
of £55 from the previous week. These figures

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DUBLIN PRESBYTERY. - 


CONDEMNATION OF ATTACKS 
ON CONGRESS PILGRIMS. 


The Dublin Presbytery, at its stated meet- 
ing on Tuesday, heard with sorrow of the 
death of the minister of Mountmellick and 
Ballacolla, the Rev. William Smyth, B.A.., 
which occurred suddenly in Belfast. Mr. 
Smyth had been for thirty-six years minister 
of the one congregation, where his gift of 
friendship and guileless character, added to 
self-sacrificing service, had won him the 
esteem and affection of the whole com- 
munity. 

The Moderator of the Assembly, the Right 
Rev. J. J. Macaulay, D.D.; the Very Rev. 
J. L. Morrow, D.D.; the Rev. J. C. Breakey, 
B.A. (Moderator of the Dublin Presbytery) ; 
the Rev. J. 8. Crockett, M.A. (Clerk); the 
Rev. T. Byers, M.A., with Messrs. Lindsay 
and Petrie. elders, were appointed to repre- 
sent the Presbytery at the funeral at Kir- 
cubbin, County Down. 

On the motion of Dr. Morrow, seconded by 
Mr. Ramsay McNab, the Presbytery 
passed the following resolution :— 

“The Dublin Presbytery deeply regrets 
the conduct of those who Phar. attacked 
or interfered with men, women and children 
proceeding to a most solemn Service of their 
Church. It emphatically condemns such 
conduct as immoral, intolerant and cowardly ; 
calculated to revive party passion almost 
dead, to wound the heart of Our Saviour, 
Who prayed for the. unity of His Church, 
and to bring discredit on the whole Christian 
community,”

tion of Mountmellick and Ballacolla:—The 
Very Rev. Dr. Hanna (Convener), Dr. John

AWARDS. 


The Henry Higgins Travelling Scholarship, 
value £150 per annum, for three years, pay- 
able out of the funds arising under the 
bequest of the late Chief Justice Higgins, 
of the High Court of Australia, was awarded 
for the first time at the Royal Dublin 
Society's premises, Ballsbridge, yesterday, 
the judges being :—Mr, H. P. Huggill, 
A.R.C.A., A.R.E., Head Master, School of 
Art, Liverpool; Mr, Otway McCannell, 
A.R.W.A., R.B.A., ARCA...

It is 
not so long ago that lovers of chamber 
music had but one Mecca, and that was 
at South Place; in London. As a conse- 
quence, for thirty years or more Walthew 
and his colleagues have been and are stil! 
associated with a movement of inestimable 
value, a movement that broadcasting 
supplements and in no way displaces.

FALLING PRICES. 

Mr. Conn O'Neill said that never in the 
history of the farming industry were prices 
so low. The fair held in the town that day 
was silent, as there was no one to buy stock. 
They called for a moratorium, irrespective of

might be appointed on the annuities question. 
‘We are no longer going to be the only 
white slaves in the community,” he added. 

He proposed that moratorium of five 
vears be granted to tenant purchasers, the 
jnterest on this moratorium to be paid by 
the annuities, and the sinking fund to be 
borne by the national exchequer.

He 
believed that the payment of the land 
annuities was legally due, and that any 
impartial court of arbitration would so decide, 
He thought that the Government should’ be 
asked to remit at least one half-year's 
annuity, and if they did not accede to this 
request the farmers should refuse to pay. He 
was officiaily informed that nothing would be 
gained hy extending the period of repayment 
of the annuities. He warned the farmers 
against assuming that if the annuities were 
nut paid to England the benefit would go to 
the farmers. 


“ BUYING VOTES.” 


The recent grant of £250,000 in relief of 
rates had gone to people who, in most cases, 
were not farmers at all. The farmers should 
see that whatever reductions were obtained 
were given in relief of the annuities and not 
used to buy votes. 

Mr. W. Fogarty—We kave had the same 
opinion from Mr. FitzGerald Kenney a few 
days ago. These men should be sent out of 
the country. 

The following resolution was adopted unani- 
mousely, on the motion of Mr. P. L. Ryan 
(chairman of the County Council), seconded 
by Mr. Nicholas Ryan :— 

“ That we desire to point out to the Govern- 
ment of the day that the agricultural interests 
of the countyy, as a whole, are decayin 
rapidly. Never, in our time, did we see sac 
a condition of things prevsiling, and we de- 
clare that unless some immediate steps are 
taken to safeguard this great industry, an 
alarming state of affairs is before us.

CASE FOR PROSECUTION. 


Mr. Lynn said that he suggested that 
from the evidence they would have no diffi- 
culty in concluding that this residence was 
set fire to deliberately, and careful pre- 
paration. The acepvsed man. being a solici- 
tor, knew the profound difference in law 
between setting fire to a house with some- 
body in it, and burning it when nobody was. 
in it, and, that heing so, each member of 
his household was carefully and deliberately 


the afternoon of that date the accused man 
called at the residence of George Watson, 
school inspector, who lived a few minutes” 
walk distabt, and made to Watson a very 
strange request. 

The accused man said to Watson :—‘ Will 
you give my wife an invitation to come down 
and spend the evening with you?” That 
was the first and only time in their acqnuaint- 
anveship that such a request was made. At 
about six o'clock that evening the accused 
man drove his wife and maid to Watson's, 
and if he wanted to go on into Sligo, where, 
he said, he had business, he had only to 
continue on the way his car was facing, but 
Watson’s maid could state that she saw 
the accused man backing the car in the 
direction of his own house in Strandhill. 
Charles Cole, who lived only a few yards 
from the accused man, would state that at 
seven oclock that evening, when coming from 
the Guards’ Barracks, where he was te'e 
phoning for a doctor, he saw the acctsed 
man standing outside his own house, anid 
that about twenty minutes later he saw the 
accused man’s house on fire and flames 
coming through the roof. The accused man’s 
maid was positive that when they all left 
the house at six o'clock the. blinds were 
not drawn, but they had evidence that they 
were drawn later. 


COMPENSATION CLAIM. 
The defendant had stated that he knew of 


no one who would desire to injure him or 
burn his residence, yet he lodged a claim 
on the ratepayers for compensation for 
malicious damage. He said that he did not 
want to do it, but that the insurance com- 
pany made him do it. After trouble arose 
about the tion the accused man gave 
notice of withdrawing this claim. It would 
also be shown, suid counsel, that the accused 
man was in debt to batiks, merchants and 
shopkeepers in Slige, and was in negotiation 
for the purchase of a house in Westport. 
where he intended to practice as a solicitor. 
The jury had to ask themselves who had the 
motive. means and opportanity of burning 
this house, and the evidence pointed a very 
accusing finger at the man in the dock. 

Evidence was tendered bearing out 
counsel’s statement, and the Judge refused 
an application for a direction. 

The defendant, in evidence, stated that, 
having left his wife and maid at Watson's, 
he proceeded immediately to Sligo, where he 
remained until hotified by the Guards that 
his house was on fire. He denied absolutely 
that he had anything to do with the burning. 

The jury, after an absence of fifteen 
minutes, brought in a verdict of guilty, with 
& strong recommendation to mercy. 

Mr. Finlay, having submitted evidence of 
character, asked the Judge to take into con. 
sideratien the fact that the accused man 
had no real motive in committing this act. 
and would have made a good deal more if he 
accepted the offer of purchase of these 
premises made to him, and that the penalty 
of conviction should be considered sufficient. 

The Judge said that the Superintendent 
of the Guards and a solicitor who was a 
former partmer had given the strongest evi- 
dence Fdasnttan, and but for that and the 
recommendation of the jury he would feel | 
compelled to send him to penal servitnde.

which will give the farmer a guaranteed 
price and a guaranteed market. 

This announcement was made yesterday at 
the Albert Agricultural College, Dublin, by 
Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, on the 
occasion of a representative gathering of 
farmers, seedsmen, millers, and maltsters, to 
see the experimental and research work car- 
ried on at that old-established institation. 
The Minister also declared open a new poultry 
department and a granary, the latter built 
from a grant made by the Empire Marketing 
Board. 

Professor J. P. Drew said that fourteen 
years ago; when a small. party. of maltsters 
and millers and seedsmen came together, the 
idea of holding such an annual meeting cs 
they now had, originated The attendance 
had grown so much each year that they now 
had. an attendance of the foremost repre- 
sentatives of all phases of agriculture. In 
this way they were able to keep in touch 
with the practical farmers, and so keep their 
experimental and research work on lines that 
would be of real advantage to agriculture. 

Since last year’s visit thev had made ad- 
vances in at least two directions. In recog- 
nition of the work done by their plant-breed. 
ing department they had been given a grant 
by the Empire Marketing Board for a granary 
with an up-to-date and novel type of kiln, by 
means of which grain could be dried in the 
sack. That building would be of great advan- 
tage to the development of their plant- 
breeding department 

Through the good offices of the Department 
of Agriculture they had been able to erect a 
new building for their poultry department. 
This contained an office, laboratory, incubator 
room, and egg store. That would help them 
to break new ground in poultry research. 
The Minister for Agriculture had come there 
to declare these two buildings open. 


A HIGH POSITION. 
| Dr. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that he looked upon that annual visit as one 


fer Free State Government has adopted 


of the year. He had often found it necessary 
to visit the college to obtain information on 
farming, and had always been courteously 
received. 

“ We are here to-day,”” said Dr. Ryan, 
‘‘to open two new buildings, one connected 
with poultry and the other with the storage 
of grain. We all realise that the poultry in- 
dustry is a very mana one, and is getting 
more important relatively every year. It is 
now second in importance to the cattle in- 
dustry, and will require a great deal of effort 
to maintain that position.” 

He had no doubt that the college, con- 
sidering its record, would continue to do 
valuable work in improving the breeding and 
feeding of poultry. 
agricultural papers of foreign countries, and 
was not at all exaggerating when he said that 
the college had won a position of its own 
among the colleges of the world in agri- 
cultural research. 

Referring to the granary towards which 
a grant of £1,500 had been made by the 
Empire Marketing Board and an annual sum 
allocated for research work, Dr. Ryan said 
that he had no doubt that invaluable work 
would be done there during the next five 
years as had been done during the past ten 
years. 

THE FARMER'S DUTY. 

They in this country had not taken the 
same imterest. perhaps in grains as they had 
taken im live stock and live stock products.

He had fulfilled 
that so far as meats and meat products were

foreign competition. That was ssibly 
what was responsible for the lack of develop- 
ment in the growing of grain in this country, 
because grain was grown and marketed by 
big combines in other countries.. The Irish 
farmer was up against that, and no matter 
what pious wish they might express that 
the farmer should be left to market his own 
grain or anything else, it must be only a 
ey wish because they would have to help 
te in competition against the foreign com- 
pines. 

_“* Having come to that conclusion,” con- 
tinued Dr. Ryan, ‘‘the Government have 
adopted a scheme for the growing of wheat, 


fand that scheme will come into operation 


next year. It will give a guaranteed price 
snd a guaranteed market to the farmer. We 
hope also to adopt a scheme which will 
cover other cereals. The Department of 
Agriculture in working out the scheme got 
very able assistance from Professor Drew 
and his staff.’’ 


WORLD COMPETITION, 
_Dr. D. J. Coffey, President, University 
College, Dublin, proposing a vote of thanks 
to the Minister for attending and opening 
the new buildings, said that for many years 
Dr. Ryan had been an intense student of the 
practical problems of agriculture and a man 
of sound practical knowledge in agriculture. 
He also paid a warm tribute to the work 
carried on in the College by Professor Drew 
and his staff. 

“ We are,” he continued, ‘‘ at the mercy of 
world competition, but 1 think there 1s no 
man who knows the land who would not in 
his heart prefer to see more fields in Ireland 
Hourishing with golden grain in the autumn 
time and the happy homesteads resulting 
from the development of the land. We are 
also in a time of general depression, and it 
is very hard to be sure of future prosperity, 
but we have gone throngh hard times in the 
past, and one may be persuaded from the 
interest now aroused everywhere throughont 
Ireland, in its own development, that the 
country will not be slack tn bearing their 
obligations and in doing their best to promote 
the interests of this great old race which

BISHOP’S _REMARKS 
ON CONTROVERSIES. 


ah BELIEVE that our work today 1:5 


being done more faithfully than ever 

in the past,” declared the Bishop ot 
Kilmore, when opening the Kilmore Synod 
at Cavan yesterday. ‘One feels,” he con- 
tinued, “that there is encouragement to 
believe that in the years ahead, as in the 
past, there is great and important work for 
our Church to do. When we look further 
afield than the boundaries of our own diocese 
we realise that the year whch is past has 
been one of great miterest and no small 
anxiety. In the Church of Ireland it has 
been, and is still being, marked by our 
celebration of and thanksgiving for the 
coming to Ireland of our great apostle, St. 
Patrick.” Referring to their own diocesan 
celebrations, the result, which justified the 
effort, was an nerease of the spirt of 
fellowship. ‘‘ Unfortunately,” he continued, 
“the atmosphere of thanksgiving has been 
marred by a veritable avalanche of con- 
troversy. The trouble with regard to con- 
troversy is that the other side is never 
convinced, but, rather, strengthened in the 
faith with which it started, and there is a 
dangér that the intellectual argumentation 
of the learned may produce an atmosphere 
of b tterness among those who find :t difficult 
to follow the tmtricactes of the argument. 


CLARITY ESSENTIAL. 

“It is important for the sake of the faith 
of our own people that a clear and learned 
statement should be made of the reasons for 
the faith that is in us. For that reason 
alone one welcomes such a clear and scholarly 
statement as that made the Archbishop of 
Dublin at the General Synod. His argu- 
ments seem to have been unanswerable and 
unanswered.”’ 

Dr. Barton, at an earlier stage, denounced 
the attacks on people returning from the 
Eucharistic Congress at Dublin. He knew 
that the members of the Synod would join 
in condemning such disturbances which were, 
he said, not the work of amy recognised and 
ordered body, but rather the work of irre- 
sponsible youths. That should be stated 
shdinks and boldly. 


CATHEDRAE CHAPTER. 

An amended motion, moved by Lord Farn- 
ham and seconded by the Dean of Kilmore— 
That a Chapter consisting of the existin 
dignitaries and three canons be constitute 
in connection with the Cathedral of St. 
Feidhlimidh, to be known as the Chapter 
of the Cathedral of Kilmore, and that a 
Bill to this effect be introduced at the next 
General Synod—was accepted. 

Lord Farnham said that the establishment 
ol the Chapter was a reform which should 
have been brought about long ago. Kilmore 
was the only diocese in Ireland without a 


Chapter. 

The Dean of Kilmore produced title deeds 
secured from Dublin Castle proving, he said, 
that there was a Cathedral in Kilmore 
thocese, and, moreover, in those deeds the 
church was described as the Cathedral 
Charch for the united Dioceses of Kilmore 
and Elphin and Ardagh.

Since Mr. de Valera’s Government 
assumed office it has lost a number of 
illusions. Formerly its plans were laid with 
an airy largeness of gesture and a simple 
faith in economic theory; but it has come 
to realise that mest people are, as the 
phrase goes, ‘‘ out for themselves.’’ If 
sellers of goods see a chance to make money 
in time of scarcity—such scarcity as the 
Free State will know very soon—they will 
pile up their prices. This tendency is a 
formidable stumbling-block to Mr. de 
Valera’s aspirations, and he is taking pre- 
cautions against it. The new Control of 
Prices Bill will empower the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to set up a Control! 
Board, which wills fix prices for all 
necessary commodities; and anyone who 
contravenes its rulings will be visited 
with heavy penalties. Britain has 
tried a similar experiment, which has 
failed; and who can expect that Mr. 
Lemass’s tribunal will succeed? The real 
trouble is that the Fianna Fáil Govern- 
ment has embarked upon an economic 
venture whose consequences it did not fore- 
see. Anyone who meddles with tariffs 
must pursue his policy to a logical con- 


clusion, and that conclusion, in the case 


of an undeveloped country like the Free 
State, is scarcity, a high cost of living and 
real distress. Driving prices to a fantastic 
level, Mr. de Valera seeks at the same 
time to keep them in check. Such a policy 
is in the direct vein of Swift’s epigram— 
Behold a proof of Irish sense.

Until the ‘sixteenth of this month the 
Battle: Abbey Pageant will direct Eng- 
land’s attention to the most decisive battle:

Few people to-day ‘realise “the. heavy

Both 
his brothers, Gurth. and Leofric,. urged 
him to delay,, while the. whole force of 
England was rallied, or to remain himself 
so that at least a:king would survive for 
whom the nation could fight. Unhappily, 
the confines of his: own Wessex were 
threatened, ‘and Harold could ‘not: bring 
himself to accept the good counsel that was 
offered. -Tactically his dispositions on the 
hill of Setilat were blameless, and their 
maintenance would have saved his crown ;

Trials for. Murder. 

At the Old Bailey yesterday Mrs, ‘Elvira 
Barney was found not guilty of the 
murder of Thomas Scott Stephen,’ and was 
discharged. We have not spread the 
wretched story before our readers, and we 
shall not. discuss it now ; but some external 
features of .the trial seem to. demand 
comment. . During. recent years a section 
of the English Press has chosen to list 
sensational .trials—especially trials for 
murder—in the category of public amuse- 
ments, It has reported them at: enormous 
length, has pushed every sordid or shock- 
ing detail into prominence, has exhausted 
the arts of photography, and has lavished 
expert “ pen pictures ” upon scenes in 
court. Idle London-—and how much of 
London appears to be idle'—has risen 
greedily to this bait. To-day a murder 
trial, if it is particularly. gruesome or if 
persons of some social standing are in- 
volved, is a.surer attraction than a new 
play. Byron wrote that it was— 

. a dreadful thing 

To see the human soul take wing 

In any shape, in aay mood, | 
For many of those who crowd the criminal 
courts the details of murder, the spectacle 
of men or women on trial for their lives, 
the agony or shame of witnesses appear 
to furnish nothing more than thrills which 
relieve boredom. Such persons bring the 
temper of the Roman amphitheatre into 
the latest century of the Christian Era. 
In the Barney case this morbid curiosity 
reached—as we hope—its climax. All: 
night queues were formed outside the court 
by people who carried their breakfasts in 
baskets ; and when the doors were opened 
the police hardly could keep back the 
throng. “This vulgar passion has become 
a reproach to British ‘decency and a 
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suggested “& duty: to uphold” fte~ value.

James Mattern, of the 
United States Air Force Reserve, who are 
on a flight round the world in an attempt 
to beat the “record” set up by their 
compatriots, Wiley Post and Harold 
Gatty, in June of last year, arrived here 
this evening, 18 hours 42 minutes after 
leaving Harbour Grace, Newfoundland. 
They encountered a storm between Hanover 
and ‘Berlin, but otherwise the flight was 
uneventful. 

Post and Gatty, flying “blind '' across 
the Atlantic in fog and rain, and coming 
down in England for a couple of hours, 
took 224 hours to.cover the same course. 

Griffin and Mattern, the first airmen 
to have made a non-stop flight from New- 
foundland to Berlin, reached the Temple- 
hof Aerodrome at 5.42 this evening, and. 
having refuelled and rested for three 
hours, are continuing their flight to 
Moscow via Koenigsberg. 


NON-STOP OVER IRELAND. 

The route planned by the fliers after 
leaving Moscow is by wav of Novosibersk. 
Wakutsk, Siberia, Fairbanks (Alaska), 
Edmonton, to New York. 

They are fiying a large monoplane, with 
a 550 h.p. super-charged engine equipped 
with dual controls. 

There was great excitement in Northern 
Ireland’ when the monoplane was sighted 
passing over the fringe of the coast.

MORBID INTEREST OF

RS. ELVIRA DOLORES BARNEY 
(26), charged with the murder of 
Thomas William Scott (“ Michael '”) 
Stephen by shooting him with a revolver 
at her flat in William’s Mews, Knights- 
bridge, on May dSlst, was, at the Old 
Bailey yesterday evening, found not guilty. 
No evidence was offered on a charge of 
shooting with intent to do grievous bodily 
harm on May 19th, and a charge of 
common assault, and she was found not 
guilty and discharged, 

The jury were absent one hour fifty 
minutes, and during this time the prison 
‘doctor was twice summoned by a warder 
to attend Mrs. Barney, who was on the 
verge of collapse in the cell below. When 
the jury delivered their verdict there was 
| an anguished cry from Lady Mullens, Mrs. 
Barney's mother, who went into a dead 
faint. No sound escaped from the lips of 
Mrs. Barney. Wardresses were told to 
allow Mrs. Barney to be seated. She fell 
into a chair and had to be held up, she 
was given smelling salts and a glass of 
water, and upon her discharge was carried 
out of the dock, apparently in a dead faint. 

Dozens of people went over to congratu- 
late Sir John and Lady Mullens, Inspector 
Winter, who had been in charge of the 
case, being among them; Later a pathetic 
reunion with their daughter took place in 
a waiting room below.

Reundary Commission. 

“Me. de Valera has a memory of that time, 
and the Irish people onght to be very chary 
of accepting any Colonial tribune. 

The election last year was fought in Ireland 
on two issues. First, the question of the 
Oath, which the Irish people regard as a 
purely domestic question; and, secondly, the 
question of the bud annuities, which they 
hold they are not legally bound to pay. The 
Treaty of 1921 assumed that Ireland would 
be responsible for a share of the public debt, 
but there was te be a set-off against it. The 
words in Article 5 are—“ Having regard to 
any just claims on the part of Ireland by 
way. of set-off and counterclaim.” That 
counterclaim arose in this way. The Childers 
Commission of 1896, which was a British 
Royal Commission, unanimously held, after 
taking evidenee over a long period, that Ire- 
land had been over-taxed to the extent of 
£2,000,000. The Irish negotiators, therefore, 


had that point in mind when Article 5 was | 


put into the Treaty. The Dominions Secre- 
tery has pointed ont two matters only— 
namely, the letters of agreement of 
1923 and 1926. I would point out in this 
connection that. neither of the agreements 
which he is basing his claim on was made by 
Ministers who had the approval of either the 
Parliament. in Dublin or the Parliament here, 
and they remained unratified. The main issue 
and the main agreement is the one of 1925, 
which really repealed the agreement of 1923, 
on which Great Britain is now relying. The 
agreement of 1925 said that it was an agree 
ment drawn up by Ministers on both sides, 
and that “ the Irish Free State is hereby 
released from the obligations under Article 5 
of the said Articles of Agreement to assume 
the liability mentioned therein ” 


NATIONAL DEBT. 


In other words, Ireland was absolved from 
paying any sums towards the Nationa] Debt. 
Therefore the Irish people logically held that 
they are not bound to pay the land annuities, 
because up to 1924 they formed part of the 
National Debt. The Treasury was responsible 
for the flotation of the Loan. The Consoli- 
dated Fund was responsible for the loss. 
The stock-holders looked, not to the peasant 
proprietors or to the Land Commission, but 
to the English Government, for recoupment 

The Trish people do not believe, and I do 
not helie~e—and the Irish Free State, which 
has had the best legal advice possible, will 
net believe—that they can be legally called 
upon to pay this sum. Therefore, why should 
not the matter be referred to arbitration’? Five 
counsel, some of whom are not in political 
agreement with Mr. de Valera, have given 
a reasoned opinion in which they say they do 
not believe that. the Irish Free State is liable 
to send those land annuities here. Then can 
it be said that you are going to make war 
upon a persan. people, a little nation, with 
which you have so many connections and so 
much trade for a small sum of £35,000,000 a 
year, while there are thousands of millions 
owing by some of the greatest countries in 
the world, as to which not a single word is 
said about repayments. It looks to mie as if 
the old bitter prejudice against Ireland is 
easily awakened. particularly on the benches 
behind the present Govetnmment. Are you 
going to let loose the dogs of war on 
Ireland? That is a question I put to 
vou seriously. You may not trust Mr. 


de Valera, but there is a certain chivalry | 
among the Irish people.

Some idea of his method rí 
reasoning and working is given án structural 
details now revealed for the first’4ime by his 
suppliers, the famous firm of S@Kh’s Air- 
craft Instruments. 


IN MISTY WEATHER. 


“ George ” applies just the degree of move- 
ment of rudder and elevator needed to return 
an aeroplane to its correct attitude after a 
deviation; his human colleagues must, per- 
force proceed more gradually by a les; effi- 
ctent process. For example, the huraan pilot 
cannot exactly estimate the precise move- 
ment required to correct a deviation. He 
will undershoot. or overshoot. Further 
manual corrections must be applied to correct 
the new deviations thus arising, and the 
result is that the course of the aircraft for 
an i GIS period of time is along a zig- 
zag line. In misty weather, when no visible 
horizon is there to guide the human pilvt, 
““ George “ scores still more heavily than in 
fair weather flying. His brain needs no 
Visual assistance; the spinning gyroscape re- 
cords more exactly than the eye any change 
of attitude, .ad is independent of climatic 
conditions. 

He brings other benefits. Precision of fly- 
ing increases the range of an aeroplane and 
augments fuel economy. The human crew, 
cin. no piloting to bother about for long 
per.ods, may vote calmer minds to 

roblems of navigation or observation. The 
uman pilot may leave his seat and attend 
to such duties as require his attention: the 
pilots of the long range monoplane shaved 
and washed during their flight to Egypt 
while “‘George”’ took complete charge. In 
sum, the human pilot is relieved of the need 
to devote his mind solely to muscular move- 
ments, and becomes a more versatile and 
valuable controlling force in any aerial opera- 
tions, civil or military. An obvious use for 
the automatic ‘control in commercial aviation 
18 in a'r survey, where precise flying over a 
given line is essential. 


THE MECHANISM. 

In broad details, “George” works on the 
principle that any deviation from a line 
defined in space may be detected by means 
of a gyroscope—an instrument described as 
consisting of a spinning wheel freely pivoted 
in a frame and unrestrained in any direction. 

Such a wheel, when rotating at high speed, 
can maintain its direction of spin in the same

Thus 
there can be relative movement between the 
gyroscope and the frame. In the Smith 
automatic pilot this movement is employed 
to operate two piston vaives, the pistons 
being connected to the gyroscope rings, while 
the cylinders are carried on the frame. 
When the aeroplane changes attitude from 
the set course, the relative movement 
between wheel and frame operates the valves. 
which in turn control actuating cylinders 
linked with the aircraft flying controls. The 
motive power employed is compressed air, 
supplied by a small, witibeaill-driven com- 
préssor. At need, eourse or attitude of the 
aircraft can be varied by simple movements 
of devices connected with the automatic 
control.
